The watchman and night fireman 
at the St. Louls Cordage Mills, 1715 
South Eleventh street, informed the 
police that they were kept prisoners 
for six hours last night and early to- 
day by seven robbers, who looted 
the two safes of the company and 
took $500. Two-thirds of the time 
Was spent in a vault, 


they said. 

The company’s payroll. which was 
distributed among employes yester- 
day, and which the robbers evidently 


Policemen, summoned to the plant 
at 4a. m,, obtained the following ac- 
count of the holdup from the watch- 
man, Rudolph C. Rieser, 64 years old, 
and the firernan, Frank Wood, 538.

The robbers then admitted three 
more men to the office, two of whom 
carried a tool chest. Four of the 
robbers commanded Rieser to escort 
them to the second floor of the fac- 
tory, where Wood was at work. The 
fireman was covered with revolvers | 
and told to accompany the party 
back to the office building. | 
Robber Suggests Penuchle. 
While. one of the robbers guarded | 
Rieser and Wood in an ante room 
the others took the tool chest into 
the main office room and started to 
work. Rieser and: Wood could heara 
battery of hammers on the vault, 
and when Rieser inquired if an ex- 
plosive would be used the robber on 
guard cautioned him to keep still. 
Presently one of the robbers left 
the main’office and, joining the irn- 
prisoned employes, suggested a game 
of penuchle. “I don’t care to play 
cards, but I would like to smoke 
my pipe,’ said Rieser.. The robbers 
said they had no objection and at 
Rieser’s direction one of them vent 


guarding 
the prisoners. 

Occasionally the one robber Icft 
the ante-room and _ returned to 
smoke a cigarette. Once h@ asked 
Reiser for a chew of tobacco and 
the watchman accommodated hin. 
On another trip he asked where the 
payroll money was. Reiser informed 
him the comipany paid off yesterday 
and the robbér grunted and returned 
to his companions in the main oftice. 

Sit in Vault for Three Hours. 

About midnight the robbers with 
the tool chest entered the anteroom 
and said they were through with 
their. work. They suggested that the 
watchman and fireman be placed in 
the vault so they could not notify 
the police. Rieser and Wood were 
marched into the vault. The inner 
doors, which swing on hinges, were 
closed and barred. The outer door, 
the combination of which had been 
broken off, was pushed to and a 
table placed against it. 


Just before the doors were closed, 
Rieser and Wood asked f they might 
have their lunch boxes, but this re- 
quest was refused by the robbers, 
after a consultation among them- 
sclves. 

It was about midnight when the 
robbers departed, and Rieser and 
Wood sat in the vault for nearly 
three hours before it occurred to 
them that they might try to force 
their way out. They butted the in- 
ner doors with their shoulders until 
the doors yielded so that the bar 
could be lifted with a stick of wood 
that was in. the vault. 

With the inner doors open Rieser 
and Wood had no trouble pushing 
the outer door ajar. and then they 
telephoned the police. 

The police found that in additton 
i> having ‘broken open two safes in 
the vault the robbers had “jimmied”’ 
five filing cabinets in their search for

What St. Louis Has Voted to Do 


A S a result of the passage of 20 bond issue propositions totaling $87,372 


00, St. Louis soon will 


undergo a physical transformation, the details of which are briefiy set forth below: 


STREETS: The city will spend $8,650,000 for 
establishing, opening and widening streets. The 
chief item, $3,355,345, will be spent to widen 
Market street from 60 to 100 feet from Third and 
Walnut streets to Vandeventer avenue, thus pro- 
viding an imposing highway east and west from 
Union Station. 

Twelfth boulevard will be 
tinuous highway, 100 feet wide for most of its 
length, from the new industrial district in the 
northwest to Gravois avenue in the southwest. 

King’s highway boulevard will be completed 
from Penrose Park, on the north to materive Park 
on the south. 

Olive street will be widened from 60 to 100 feet 
from Twelfth boulevard to Channing avenue. 

Lindell boulevard will be widened to 100 feet 
from Channing to Grand. 

An imposing traffic circle to serve as a beautiful 
entrance to Forést Park will be constructed .at 
Lindell boulevard. 

The major street plan also includes the widen- 
ing of 15 other streets and the eonstruction of 
cutoffs on or the extension of 10 other streets.

NEW WATERWORKS: The present city water 
plant, which is reaching the limit of its capability 
to supply an increasing demand, pumping water 
from the Mississippi River, will be augmented by 
a new plant on the Missouri River, for which voters 
provided $12,000,000. 

The plant proper, which it is proposed to erect 
Charles 
and one mile west of Hine Station, on the Rock 
Island Railroad, St. Louis County, will cost 
$3,777,000. The remainder of this bond item will 
be for equipping the plant, supply mains and right- 
of-way through the county, a 100,000,000Q-gallon 
reservoir, service mains and contingencies. Engi- 
neers calculate there will be a gravity flow to all 
parts of St. Louis from this reservoir, located on 
ground owned by the city on Strattmann Hill 
near the Olive street road. 

The plant probably will have an initial pump- 
ing capacity of 60,000,000 gallons of water a day, 
to be increased to 160,000,000 by 1945. The maxi- 
mum possible capacity of the Chain of Rocks plant 
is 160,000,000 gallons a day. Payment of the in- 
terest and principal of this $12,000,000 portion of 
the bond issue will be made solely from Water De- 
partment revenue. It is calculated that this can be

UNION STATION PLAZA: The city will acquire 
ang tear down the buildings occupying the two 
blocks fronting Upion Station, bounded by Market 
street, Chestnut street, Eighteenth and Twentieth 
streets, and will convert the ground into a plaza, 
thus presenting a clean, attractive dooryard to the 
visitor. 

STREET PAVING: The sum of $5,800,000 will 
be expended in paving the widened and new streets 
authorized in the first item and in replacing worn- 
out paving on other streets. 

LIGHTING: The antiquated gas lamps now fur- 
nishing the chief illumination of the city will be 
replaced with a city-wide, modern electric light- 
ing system, costing $8,000,00V. 


A NEW COURTHOUSE: The 71-year-old 
civil courthouge on Broadway will be devoted to 
some other use and a new building fronting on 
the Memorial Plaza and tying in with the City 
Hall and the Municipal Courts Building, will be 
erected at a cost of $4,000,000. 


SEWERS—tThe sanitary system of the city will 
be placed in first-class condition, capable of serving 
all sections adequately by the expenditure of $19,- 
000.000. Of this sum, $11,000,000 is to remove 
from Fores. Park the stench of the River des 
Peres and tc check floods. The river will be en- 
closed from the point it enters the city at Hodia- 
mont avenne to the point it emerges from Forest 
Park at Macklind avenue. For the remainder of 
its course to the Mississippi, the Des Peres will be 
given a storin channel to carry off heavy rains and 
beneath it « sewer will be constructed. The re- 
mainder of the $19,000,000 or $8,000,000 will be 
used to extend sewers to districts not now served 
and to reconstruct old sewers now a menace to 
public health and safety. 


NEW PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS—The city 
will be enabled to maintain its boast of the most 
extensive public recreational facilities and activity 
of any American city, by the extension of its parks 
and playgrounds system in the expenditure of $3,- 
800,000. his will include the purchase of new 
land with $1,400,000 and the expenditure of the 
remainder in equipping the new parks and expand- 
ing the facilities of those parks already established. 


The items include four new swimming pools and~ 


bath houses. 


AQUARIUM—Commissions from various cities 
have visited the Forest Park Zoo to obtain and 
adapt ideaa from what they have appraised as the 
best-planned zoo in the United States. The fame of 
this institution now will be enhanced by the addi- 
tion of an aquarium to ‘cost $400,000. 


POWER HOUSE, GARAGE AND LAUNDRY— 
There will be $1,000,000 for the »eréction of. this 
plant, for an economical concefitration of neces- 
sary functions of city departments. It is pro- 
posed to erect this building on the site of the old 
Four Courts. Twelfth street, between Clark avenue 
and Spruce street. Engineers estimate that its 
operation will result in a saving of $100,000 to 
$150,000 a year over the cost of running present 
scattered plar:ts. 

The plant will generate electricity for power and 
lights for the city hall, Municipal Courts Building, 
city jail and children’s building, all locat inside 
the four squvre blocks of City Hall Park, and for 
Police Headqavarters, the -new Courthouse and 


Morgue to te built gear the municipal group, and | 


the city hospital. Current for the existing build- 
ings. except the hospital, is now provided in an old 
plant in the city hall sement. 

Six automctile and fire apparatus repair shops 
will be combined. in this building. The Street De- 
partment paint shop will be placed there. The laun- 
dry will replace with modern equipment the small- 


er plants at the city hospital, city infirmary and 
workhouse. The estimated cost of the plant“is 
$993,750, but, as it will release for other uses or 
sale property valued at $529,878, it will cost in re- 
ality less than $500,000.

EXTENSION OF wokeervas, FACILITIES: 
Voters provided $4,500,000 to increase city facilities 
for the care and cure of the afflicted and sick 
whg have not the means to care for themselves. 
his means that overcrowding of hospitals will be 
ended, the fight against tuberculosis will be 
strengthened, negro unfortunates will be cared for 
on a more equable basis, conditions at the city 
sanitarium, where the insane are confined, that 
have been termed “disgraceful,” will be changed; 
the antiquated morgue will be replaced, and delin- 
quent boys and girls will receive better care. 

The subdivisions of this item are:, Enlargement 
of Koch Hospital, for the tubercular, south of 
Jefferson Barracks, $500,000; additions to the city 
hospital, $1,000,000; new hospital for negroes, 
$1,200,000; additions to city sanitarium, $760,000: 
additional building or buildings at the Isolation 
Hospital, $250,000; new morgue, $140,000, probably 
to be erected on or near site of present morgue, on 
old Four Courts lot; manual training schools at 
Bellefontaine Farm for Boys, $50,000; buildings 
on Meramec Hills, the new farm for delinquent 
girls, near Valley Park, $100,000; enlargement of 
the Municipal Farm for the Feeble-Minded, north 
of Baden, $500,000. Purchase of land is contem- 
plated in connection with some of these plans. 

»In the bond issue of 1920, $68,000 was provided 
for a morgue, but being an inadequate sum, was 
not spent; the two funds will be combined for the 
new building. The Farm for the Feeble-Minded 
was acquired through the 1920 bond issye, but the 
need for enlarging it~has arisen.

MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM—tThe long-felt want 
for a structure of this type will be fulfilled by the 
$5,000,000 of bonds voted for a Municipal Audito- 
rium.and Community Center. It is felt that this 
will constitutc a nation-wide advertisement of St. 
Louis. Its purposes were described in the item on 
the ballots, as follows: ‘“‘To be used ‘for the holding 
of public meetings, gatherings and conventions, for 
discussion of public questions, including matters 
submitted to the people under the referendum or 
the initiative, and to provide suitable 
places for €ducational. moral, 
labor and other purposes.’’ 

It is probable that the building may be erected 
on the double block bounded by Fourteenth, Fif- 
teenth and Market streets and Clark avenue, 
though among other sites considered is one com- 
prising two city blocks, bounded by Bighteenth. 
Twentieth, Chestnut and Pine streets. The former 
site would locate the auditorium as a part of the 
civic center «: which the city hall ie the nucleus, 
while the latter would have it facing Union Station 
across the j:laza to be created. It is intended that 
the auditorium shall have seats for 15,000 to 20.,- 
000 persons, with smaller room@for smal! gather- 
ings.

MEMORIAL PLAZA: Realization of the dream 
of a city beautiful will be fulfilled in part by the 
creation of g downtown plaza, for which $5,000,000 
for the purchase of ground, is provided; and on 
which a memorial building or monument com- 
memorating the deeds of Missourians in the world 
war will be erected. An additional $1,000,000 is 
provided for the’ memorial. Roughly, the plan 
provides for the acquisition of the land between 
Market and Pine streets, Twelfth boulevard and 
Fifteenth street, and between Pine; Olive, 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth : streets. This entfre 
tract may not be taken. The idea is to make a 
parkway between the Civic Center. group on the 
south side of Market street and the Public Library, 
which has the background of Lucas Garden, on 
Locust street. Records of Missouri soldiers in the 
war will be preserved in the memorial. 


FIRE ENGINE HOUSES AND APPARATUS— 


Motorization of the Fire Department apparatus 
will be completed by the item of $772,500 for this 
department, which algo provides for a new engine 
house in Southampton and reconstruction or 
replacement of nine existing engine houses. 
will be $487,500 of this sum for motor equipment, 
including 30 pumping engines. The department 
is 75 percent motorized at present, and horse- 
drawn 
ized in responding to alarms. Maintenance cost 
of automobiles is much lower than of horses, oe 
Panzer figures. In the 1920 bord issue there wa 

an item of $800,000 for impfvement of the Fire 
Department. 


ELIMINATION OF GRADE CROSSINGS: Con- 
tinuation of the city’s program for the eventual 
elimination of all railroad grade crossings here, as 
a safety measure, is provided for in an item of 
$1,600,000. The provisions under this item are: 

Viaduct at King’s highway over Oak Hill tracks 
of Missouri Pacific. $155,000; viaduct at Shaw 
avenue over Oak Hill tracks, $80,000; viaduct at 
King’s highway over Terminal Railroad. tracks, 
$65,000: eliminating grade crossing of Wabash 
Railroad with Sarah, Boyle, Newstead and Taylor 
avenues, $250,000; raising Missouri Pacific tracks 
at Southwest avenue, $50,000; eliminating various 
grade crossings of Oak Hill tragks between Caron- 
delet Park and King’s highway, $310,000;eliminat- 
ing various grade crossings of Oak Hill tracks be- 
tween Reilly avenue and Carondelet Park, $280,- 
000; viaduct over Frisco Railroad and River des 
Peres valley at Fyler avenue, $90,000; viaduct 
over Frisco at Southwest avenue, $230,000.

At City Hospital, He Says He 
Reached East St. Louis 
“Day of the Snow.” 


A mild-mannered, educated man 
of about 65, whose linen is initialed 
“L. E. C.,” is waiting at the city 


hospital for somebody to appear and 
tell him who he is and where he 


came from. 


die remembers nothing except that 
he arrived in East St. Louis on a 
train “the day of the snow.’ When 
he’ left the train at the Relay Sta- 
tion he had $5, which he used to 
pay for food and lodgings until 
Thursday night, when he called on 
Dr. Thomas Shannon and asked 
advice. Dr. Shannon sent him to 
Overseer of the Poor Ross and Ross 
sent him tothe St. Louis city hos- 
pital. 

He had nothing in his pockets ex- 
cept a bunch of keys and some 
scraps of paper. One of these is 
a prescription blank on whick is 
written, “By cash $1000, Presby- 
terian Hospital.”” On a fragment of 
a. bank balance sheet are figures 
which indicate a balance of $3743.90 
in September and deposits of $600 
up to November and a balance then 
of $4343.90. On the back of the 
prescription blank is written: “Hos- 
pital $1000, S. N. $670, X. R. $130, 
Dr. F., %, $300; Dr. M., %, $209, 
total $2300. There are also figures 
showing subtraction of $2300 from 
$9763.47. leaving $7463.47. 

The name John Smith is on one 
slip of paper and he is entered at 
the hospital under that name, but 
it is not believed to be his name. 

The man says he,remembers as in 
a dream being in a hospital and 
having a special nurse and having 
an X-ray taken. He says that drug 
stores look familiar to him, which 
causes him to think that he may be 
a druggist. 

He has a smooth face and gray 
hair, weighs about 165 pounds and 
is about 5 feet 10 inches in height. 
He is dressed in a gray suit and 
dark overcoat of! good quality and 
wears a brown soft hat and button 
shoes.

tience and a litte knowledge of the 
art of mending china it can be done. 
| The first thing to do is to obtain a 
'smalshquantity of white lead, which 
' ean be bought from drug shpos, art 
shops, ete., or better still, buy a tube 
of flake white from the art shop, as 
| flake white is white lead in its purest 
‘form, free from grit or lumps and 
keeps indefinitely in the collapsible 
lead tube in which it is contained. 

A hank or two of tape, a pair of 
scissors and a small table knife com- 
_plete the equipment. 
| Before any attempt is made to join 
the edges, they should be thoroughly 
washed to insure absolute cleanli- 
ness. It is advisable to wash some 
hours before starting the repairs, as 
many kinds of china are very porous 
and require some time to become 
quite dry—and dryness is necessary 
to successful work. 

Take the broken piece and put a 
thick layer of the lead on all the 
fractured edges, being careful to 
press the lead into all the crevices 
and angles and press the edges to- 
gether. Excess lead will be forced 
out now. 

One point should always be borne 
in mind in all repairs, that the less 
lead left in the joints the less likeli- 
hood of the repairs being apparent 
when the work is complete. 

Having the pieces well in contact 
they must be tied in such a way that

%-inch tape are cut, laid flat on a 
piece of waste paper, and well “but- 
tered” with white lead, the edges of 
the tape receiving as much care as 
the center. 

These pieces of prepared tape are 
next pressed well and firmly along 
the line of repair—several short 
pieces being used.
